I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for 
your  consideration  my  sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Public- Health  Depart- 
ment* The  period  covered  is  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  December 9 19535  and 
included  is  a report  on  those  services  in 
the  Borough  which  are  administered  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Commiittee  on  behalf  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council* 

The  year  was  remarkable  for  a further 
marked  fall  in  the  death  rate  9 which  was 
reduced  to  11*52  from  12*69  per  thousand 
population*  The  comparison  with  1951  is 
most  strikingj  because  in  that  year  the 
death  rate  was  15 "49  per  thousand  popula- 
tion* There  was  also  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  infant  deaths  9 the  rate  for  1953 
falling  to  29" 23  per  thousand  related 
births  9 from  43* 65®  The  birth  rate 
remained  fairly  constant  and  was  13*38 
per  thousand  population 9 a figure  almost 
identical  with  that  for  1952* 

During  the  year 9 I was  sorry  to  lose 
the  able  services  of  Mr*  John  Webster 9 
who  obtained  a post  in  Westburyj  Wiltshire 9 
and  it  was  some  time  before  it  v/as  .agreed 
to  appoint  a successor*  At  the  time  of 
writing9  I pleased  to  say  that  Mr*  A* 
Handley  has  taken  up  his  duties  as 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector* 
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H, Mo  stationery  Office  has  now  puhlished 
the  General  Register  Office  Report  on  Cheshire ^ 
based  on  the  figures  obtained  in  the  1951 
Census  and  I have  reproduced  some  of  the  data 
as  it  applies  to  Dukinfield. 

I ¥70uld  like  to  stress  the  difficulty 
that  confronts  the  doctors  in  this  area  when 
they  are  faced  with  a chronically  ill  patient. 
It  is  virtually  impossible  to  obtain  iminediate 
accomriodation,  even  in  cases  where  an  acute 
social  emergency  has  arisen.  That  an  aged 
person,  suffering  from  a crippling  and  chronic 
disease,  should  have  to  wait  weeks  for  a hos- 
pital bed,  is  an  indication  of  the  failure  of 
one  aspect  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 
The  solution  is  not  an  ea,sy  one,  calling  as  it 
does  for  either  extra  beds  or  a redistribution 
of  beds  between  the  acute  and  chronic  cases. 

I think  there  is  a good  deal  to  be  said  for 
placing  the  responsibility  for  these  patients 
with  the  Local  Health  Authority,  v/hich  is  al- 
ready dealing  with  cases  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act.  This  is,  of  course, 
a reversion  to  the  pre-1948  era  - a time  during 
which  the  medical  administrator  controlled  the 
hospital  beds. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Committee  and  staff,  for  all  the  help  and 
encouragement  they  have  given  me.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


Dukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  River  Tame 9 Yvhich  forms  its 
northern  and  western  boundary.  The  most 
populated  part  of  the  town  lies  to  the 
northwest 5 where  the  river  changes  its 
direction  and  runs  southwards. 
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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  (Contd) 


The  town  itself  is  mainly  situated 
on  gradually  sloping  ground  hut  the  east- 
ern end  of  the  tora,  which  is  mainly  rural 
in  character,  rises  to  a height  of  700 
feet.  The  subsoil  is  in  some  places 
loamy  clay  and  in  others  sandstone  and 
the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Under- 
neath there  are  some  coal  measures  hut 
these  are  not  worked. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Changes  in  social  conditions  are 
brought  about  gradually  through  the  years 
and  it  is  not  possible  to  define  any  major 
differences  during  a one  or  two  year 
period.  I have,  therefore,  very  little 
to  add  to  the  report  I made  to  the  Commit- 
tee last  year,  except  to  stress  the  fact 
that  the  process  of  shift  in  the  popula- 
tion towards  more  open  parts  of  the  tovmi 
continues.  Harried  women  continue  to 
take  part  in  the  industrial  life  of  the 
town  probably  more  than  was  the  case  in 
1952,  when  recession  of  trade  in  the  cotton 
industry  resulted  in  less  em.ployment  of 
female,  as  well  as  male,  labour.  I would, 
however,  like  to  stress  here  that  a woman’s 
job  is  essentially  with  her  child.ren, 
especially  when  they  are  young  and  immature. 
I feel  that  there  are  many  instances  where 
this  does  not  hold  true.  There  is  a 
tendency  to-day  to  shift  the  responsibility 
for  bringing  up  young  children  to  either 
the  Factory  or  Local  Authority  nursery,  or 
to  a kindly  disposed  neighbouro 
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SOCIAL  COroiTIONS  (Contd.) 


The  main  industries  in  the  town  are 
cotton^  engineering,  boiler  making,  rope 
manufacturing,  waggon  repairing,  dye 
manufacturing  and  an  electric  accumulator 
works  and  it  is  in  these  trades  that  the 
inhabitants  work. 


Figures  from  the  1951  Census  sho'w 
that  in  fukinfield,  559  males  per  thousand 
are  engaged  in  skilled  occupations,  while 
14  per  thousand  are  in  a professional  post 
and  200  per  thousand  in  jobs  of  an  unskilled 
nature.  Table  XIII  shov/s  the  general  pic- 
ture of  the  social  classes,  compared  with 
neighbouring  Cheshire  towns  and  the  Country 
and  County  as  a whole.

INFi^iNT  MORTALITY 


This  year 9 the  number  of  infant  deaths 
fell  from  11  to  7?  and  this  was  reflected 
in  the  drop  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
to  29.23  per  thousand  live  births » This  is 
the  third  lowest  figure  recorded  for  the 
Borough  and  does  not  compare  too  unfavoura^bly 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales » Once  again 9 
the  main  cause  of  death  was  prematurity  (3 
cases)  and  as  last  year,  there  was  one  death 
in  a baby  through  overlaying.  In  contrast 
to  last  year’s  figuresj  most  of  the  deaths 
occurred  in  females. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  fewer  deaths  this  year  than 
ever  before  and  the  rate  was  11.52  per  thou- 
sand population.  In  all 9 204  deaths  were 
recorded 9 of  which  93  were  males  and.  Ill 
were  females.  Table  VI  indicates  the  ages 
at  which  death  occurred  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  greatest  number  occur  after  the 
age  of  55?  though  the  ever  increasing  number 
of  deaths  in  the  over  75  group  is  an  indica- 
tion of  the  greater  expectation  of  life  to- 
day. 


Heart  disease  was  the  greatest  single 
cause  of  death  and  acco^onted  for  49  cases 9 
cancer  and  respiratory  diseases  being  next 
in  importance  with  42  and  I8  cases.

INFECTIOUS  DISE/iSES- 


During  the  year 9 629  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  were  notified  to  the 
Department  and  of  these 9 mccasles  contri- 
Buted  3630  This  was  expected9  as  there 
were  very  few  patients  attacked  By  this 
disease  during  1952.  Whooping  cough  was 
also  more  prevalent  and  once  more 9 I 
would  advise  parents  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  having  their  child- 
ren protected  against  this  disease  By 
the  newer  vaccines  which  are'  now  availa^Bleo 
Whilst  complete  protection  against  whoop- 
ing cough  cannot  Be  guaranteed  as  it  can 
in  the  case  of  diphtheria 9 yet  the  pro- 
tection rate  is  high  and  the  effects  of 
the  condition  are  greatly  reduced  in 
those  children  v\^ho  do  contract  v/hooping 
cough  after  Being  immunised o 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (Contd.) 


There  was  only  one  case  of  infantile 
paralysis  in  the  town*  It  has  now  been 
established  that  the  commonest  method  of 
spread  of  infantile  paralysis  is  through 
the  bOY\rel  and  the  germ  may  be  present  in 
contacts  and  normal  individuals  as  well  as 
patients  or  convalescent  i^atientso  Hands 
may  be  contaminated  during  a visit  to  the 
lavatory  a>nd  the  contaminating  germi  passed 
on  to  others  through  articles  of  common 
use  - books j newspapers,  furniture, 
crockery  and  door  handles,  to  name  a few  - 
and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  handwashing 
is  essential  aft^r  a visit  to  the  lavatory. 
”How  v/ash  your  hands”  is  no  mere  hygienist’s 
platitude,  it  is  an  absolute  must  if  we  are 
to  reduce  the  risk  of  spreading  infection, 
not  only  in  the  case  of  infantile  paralysis 
but  many  other  equally  distressing  con- 
ditions o 


TUBERCULOSIS 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that, 
though  only  slightly,  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  fell  this  year  and 
22  cases  were  notified.  Of  these,  20 
■were  pulmonary.  The  number  of  deaths 
fell  to  3?  a fact  which  is  most  encouraging. 
All  the  deaths  were  patients  who  were 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  classification  of  T.B.  cases  according 
to  the  house  they  occupy,  is  interesting 
and  shows  how  much  ha,s  been  done  by  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees  to  improve 
the  living  conditions  of  tuberculous 
patients.

Although  lavatory  accommodation  is 
shared  in  only  223  instances 9 I would  point 
out  that  there  is  a considerable  number  of 
out  of  date  and  unhygienic  tippler  lavator- 
ies in  the  town  and  it  is  estimated  that 
this  figure  may  reach  2,000.

Conversion  into  fresh  water  closets 
is  proceeding  very  slowly  indeed.  I feel 
that  adequate  indoor  lavatory  accommoda^tion 
and  facilities  for  a hath  are  as  essential 
to  a household  as  the  provision  of  adequate 
cooking  facilities  or  sufficient  hedrooms 
to  prevent  overcrov\rding.

The  Public  Health  Committee  has 
always  taken  a great  interest  in  the  clean- 
liness of  m-ilk  supplies  and  greeted  this 
new  Order  with  enthusiasm.

ilTo  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you 
my  Annual  Report  upon  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions which  exist  in  the  Borougho 

During  the  year  under  review,  Mr,  J. 
Webster,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
left  the  employ  of  this  authority  at  the 
end  of  August,  and  no  further  appointment 
was  made  by  the  end  of  the  yearo 

274  housing  complaints  were  received, 
as  against  332  in  1952,  a reduction  of  58* 
These  com^plaints,  as  usual,  consisted 
mcvinly  of  defects  to  old  type  cottage 
property o 

4,485  visits  of  inspection  and  re- 
inspection were  made,  as  against  53IO6 
during  1952,  a reduction  of  621  visits. 

The  reduction  was  due  to  depletion  of 
staff. 
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13  houses  of  cottage  type  property 
v/ere  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  as  unfit  for  human  habitation^ 
as  against  15  in  1952.  24  dwelling- 

houses  were  demolished.  The  Housing 
Committee  is  very  co-operative  in  the  re- 
housing of  families  from  condemned  pro- 
perty and  21  families  were  transferred  to 
Corporation  houses. 

At  the  beginning  of  June 5 the  Health 
Committee  took  over  control  of  the  Shops 
'Act  and  270  visits  were  made  by  your  in- 
spectors. A new  Register  of  Shops  has 
been  compiled. 

35  samples  of  mi Ik 5 4 of  water  and 
2 of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination 9 
the  results  of  which  are  included  in  the 
Medical  Officer’s  portion  of  the  report. 

302  visits  were  made  to  food  shops 5 
consisting  of  butchers’ 9 fishmongers’ 9 
grocers'  9 greengrocers’  and  miscellaneous 
food  shops.  121  visits  were  made  to 
shops  that  sell  bottled  milk. 

Inspections  continue  to  be  m^ade  to 
licensed  premises  and  improved  sanitary 
accommodation  has  been  provided  in  3 
premises . 

During  the  year 9 35  visits  were  made 
in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollutionj 
as  against  10  in  1952. 
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A great  reduction  in  atmospheric 
pollution  could  he  made  hy  careful 
stoking  and  the  provision  in  dwelling- 
houses  of  the  modern  slow  burning  fuel 
type  approved  grates 3 together  with  the 
greater  use  of  coke 9 low  temperature 
carbonisation  fuel 9 gas  or  electricity. 

In  only  9 houses  were  conversions 
made  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system 
from  the  waste  water  systemj  as  against 
13  in  1952 o In  one  case  9 where  2 
houses  shared  a closet  9 an  additional 
fresh  water  closet  was  provided. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank 
Councillor  J,  Howard,  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee^  Dr.  T,  Holme9 
Medical  Officer  of  Healthy  Mr.  J. 
Webster,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Miss  E,  Heaton,  for  their  invaluable 
help  and  support  during  the  year.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  9 owing 
to  government  legislationj  all  milk  sold 
is  now  bottledj  being  either  Tuberculin 
Tested9  Pasteurised  or  Sterilisedj  thus 
ensuring  a safe  supply  of  this  very 
valuable  food.

School  Canteens 


These  canteens  are  inspected  regularly. 
The  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
efficiency  is  maintained  and  tribute  should 
be  paid  to  all  staff  and  canteen  workers. 

During  the  school  holiday  periods 9 
these  canteens  are  fumigated  with  Gammexane 
smokers,  thus  reducing  a fly  and  insect 
pest  population  which  might  otherwise  be 
present.  Absence  of  flies  and  insect 
pests  has  been  most  noticeable. 

Ice  Cream 


Fifty  premises  were  registered ■ for 
the  sale  of  Ice  Cream,  which  is  stored  in 
electrically  operated  refrigera-tors . 

Two  samples  were  taken  and  placed  in 
Grade  1 . 


Three  modern  travelling  sales  vans 
operate  in  the  town.  These  vehicles, 

which  are  fitted  with  a hot  water  supply, 
are  attractive  and  maintain  a high  degree 
of  efficiency.

Weights  and  Measures  ~ Samples 

The  following  letter  and  report  has 
been  received  from  the  Chief  Inspectorj 
Weights  and  Measures  Department,  Cheshire 
County  Councils 


” With  the  exception  of  tvro  milks, 
all  the  samples  were  certified  to  be 
of  genuine  quality. 

Regarding  the  two  non-standard 
milks,  the  most  serious  of  these  con- 
cerned one  taken  from  a retailer  and 
found  to  be  20  per  cent  deficient  in 
fat.  Ho’wever,  as  the  sample  was 
taken  from  the  last  two  pints  in  a 
2 gallon  can,  it  was  highly  probable 
that  the  deficiency  was  due  to  the 
rising  cream  having  been  taken  off 
the  top  during  serving  and  accordingly, 
the  seller  was  cautioned. 

The  other  sample  was  certified  as 
"4 <>3/^  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  - 
genuine  but  abnormal"  and  in  view  of 
this,  no  action  could  be  taken."

General 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Conference  was  held  in  London  during 
June  and  the  Committee  was  represented 
hy  Councillor  Jo  Porter. 

There  has  heen  a decline  in  hirths 
during  the  year  and  5^1  were  recorded 5 
compared  with  644  sind  65O  in  1952  and 
1951 » There  was  a relative  increase  in 
hospital  births  which  accounted  for  69% 
of  all  births.  Last  year’s  figure  was 
63^0  The  number  of  stillbirths  was  al- 
most halved  and  fell  from  22  in  1952  to 
13  in  the  year  under  review.  The  work 
of  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  be  as 
varied  and  exacting  as  ever  and  during  the 
year  it  will  be  noted  159790  visits  were 
paid,  of  which  12,357  were  in  connection 
with  advice  on  infant  welfare.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a fall 
in  the  total  attendances  at  the  Nursery 
during  1953?  a fact  which  is  almost  wholly 
due  to  the  County  policy  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  Service  as  far  as 
practicable o Because  of  this  policy 5 the 
number  of  places  at  the  Nursery  was  re- 
duced to  35  from  45  and  there  was  a cor- 
responding reduction  in  the  number  of  staff 
to  7»  addition^  the  hours  worked  by 

the  domestic  staff  were  reduced  from  I40  to 
124  in  October  of  the  year  under  review. 

The  staff  are  engaged  on  two  shifts 
between  7 a cm,  and  6. 30  p,m.  and  there  are 
two  nursery  rooms  to  supervise j namely 
0-2  years  and  2-5  years.  It  has  been 
difficulty  on  occasion^  to  arrange  a rota 
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DAY  NURSERIES  (Contd.) 


which-  will  ensmre  that  enough  staff  are  on 
duty  at  the  same  time 5 and  especially  so 
in  times  of  sickness  or  when  the  student 
nurse  is  absent  for  lectures.  It  has 
been  possible  9 however 9 to  engage  tempor- 
ary staff  at  critical  periods  and  this 
has  helped  to  relieve  the  position. 

The  increase  in  charges  has  resulted 
in  many  applications  for  a reduction  from, 
parents  who  are  finding  difficulty  in  meet- 
ing the  extra  cost.  The  Committee  have 
carefully  considered  these  cases  and 
granted  a reduction  in  two  instances  only. 

The  cost  of  running  the  Nursery  rises 
each  year9  as  the  follovving  figures  show^ 
and  the  1953  figures  presented  by  the 
County  Treasurer  indicate  an  increase  of 
2/-  a child  a day  throughout  the  County 
as  a whole.  This  increase  is  attributed 
to  salary  increases  for  staff  and  also  to 
a lower  average  attendance  of  children. 

The  attendances  in  this  division 9 although 
much  higher  than  in  the  County 9 show  a 
slight  fall  over  last  year's  average. 

There  were  no  extensive  repairs  at 
the  Nursery  in  1953?  the  main  alteration 
being  the  installation  of  new  stoves  to 
replace  the  old-fashioned 9 worn-out  type 
which  were  dangerous  and  uneconomical. 

There  were  several  cases  of  whooping 
cough  in  nursery  children  but  otherwise 
their  health  was  good  and  they  continue 
to  be  examined  at  frequent  intervals  by 
Dr.  .Eoi’o'  Cant.

During  the  year,  the  County  scheme 
for  vaccination  was  enlarged  to  include 
adults  - a m.easure  primarily  intended  to 
cover  any  outbreak  of  alastrim  or  small- 
pox, especially  in  the  cotton  industry* 
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VACCIMTION  AND  IMIJNISATION 


(Contd. ) 


There  was  a fall  in  the  children 
immunised  against  diphtheria  or  with  the 
combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
vaccine o This  is  due  partly  to  the  fact 
that  iuimunisation  is  suspended  during  the 
summer  months  when  there  is  a wider  dis- 
semination of  the  poliomyelitis  virus  in 
the  general  public » A publicity  cam- 
paign was  held  in  April  but  I do  feel  that 
it  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  persuade 
mothers  to  present  their  babies  for  im- 
munisation either  at  the  clinics  or  at 
their  own  doctor’s  surgery. 

In  October,  the  Committee  resolved 
to  approach  the  County  Council  for  per- 
mission to  start  vaccination  of  school 
leavers  with  B.C.G.  and  as  a result  of 
the  Committee’s  efforts,  a scheme  for  this 
work  is  already  in  operation  in  this 
Division. 

Tables  D & E,  which  follow,  show  the 
number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in 
the  Division  during  1953?  and  the  number 
of  children,  at  31st  December,  1953?  who 
had  completed  a course  of  immunisation  at 
any  time  since  1st  January,  1939*

The  year  under  review  was  notable  * 
because  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 9 
for  the  first  time 9 beco.me  responsible 
for  covering  the  whole  of  the  Division 
from  its  Amibulance  Station  in  Staly- 
bridge*  The  new  scheme  came  into  opera- 
tion on  January  1st  and  has  worked  satis- 
factorily* There  were  minor  ’’teething" 
troubles  at  the  beginning  but  we  are 
pleased  to  record  that  we  have  received 
no  serious  complaints  from  either  Dukin- 
field  or  Stalybridge* 

In  order  to  reduce  overtime 9 the  Com- 
mittee approved  alterations  to  the  tim.es 
of  the  shifts*  A request  was  made  by  the 
Ambulance  drivers  to  revert  to  the  old 
system9  on  which  a decision  was  deferred 
until  the  cost  of  the  new  service  had  been 
calculated  by  the  County  Treasurer* 

As  a result  of  the  changeoverj  it  is 
difficult  to  compare  figures  from  previous 
yea.rs  with  1953?  but  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  number  of  cases  fell  in 
Stalybridge  while  in  Dukinfield  it  increased* 
Taking  the  area  as  a who 109  the  number  of 
patients  carried  dropped  from  12 9 139  to 
lljl???  sl  figure  which  is 9 in  fact  9 lower 
than  that  for  195 Under  the  new  system9 
it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  number 
of  individual  journeys  and  this  has  been 
reflected  in  the  saving  in  mileage. 

During  the  year^  the  sitting  case  car 
was  sold  and  replaced  by  a new  vehicle, 
which  is  proving  satisfactory.
